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The closest prior art of record, namely, Ogino et al. (US 2002/0054109 A1 ) does 
not disclose, teach or suggest, an arrangement display unit operable to arrange and 
display, based on an operation by a user, print processing names included in the print 
data, each print processing name corresponding to one of a plurality of the print data 
with an attribute stored in the storage unit in an order according to the attribute 
information included in the plurality of print data with the attributes, each print 
processing name being a name included in and indicating the print data, as claimed in 
independent claim 1. 

Claims 13, 23 and 26 recite the same or similar claimed limitation(s) and/or 
feature(s), and are therefore, found to be allowable over the closest prior art of record 
for the same or similar reason(s).
